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THE MEXICAN DIFFICULTY. 


The United States finds heraélf in a very peeular position with 
regard to Mexico. It is not the time nor the place to discuss how we 
got led into the mess, or the responsibility. for the leading. We are 
there and of course as patriot Americans we must stand by our 
government. It is like the ease of the members of a family when 
the father or some other members are attacked, they may not heartily 
endorse all that the parent did but they must stand by him until the 
trouble is over. we cs Claetds am 

_ The great trouble is that it is going to be a very hard thing to 
keep out of getting in deeper than we already are. If we seize ports 
and hold them and Huerta continues his policy of masterly inaetivity 
so far as we are concerned, what then? If we make war upon him and 
seat Villa upon the Presidential throne, for that is what it amounts 
to in Mexico, are we any better off, and why should we take sides in 
this struggle since neither Huerta or Villa are constitutional rulers 
as we understand that term in the United States? We do not want 
any Mexican territory, very well, but when we get through with the 
war and have spent millions, will the American people be satisfied 
to get no compensation for their victory? And how are the enormous 
damages that have already accrued, both to our own and foreign 
people, to be settled by.a bankrupt country? 

Those are only of course some of the considerations that natur- 
ally oceur to anyone who looks at the difficulties with an impartial 


eye, and who regrets that this country has followed a policy that has 
led us where we now find ourselves. 

One thing, however, it, is well not to overlook and is the general 
tone of unfriendliness of the European papers, especially those of 
Germany and Frande, Just as in the Spanish war their friendship 
for Spain and their unfriendliness for the United States was mani- 
fested on all occasions, so today they are already bitter in their de- 
nunciations, The ‘United States is $0 much greater and more po- 
tential thax either the German Empire or the French Republic that 
their jealousy creeps out at the slightest’ provocation, and they are 
} eternally eheering on our enemies'while pretending to be our friends. 
<~¥t is well that the United States should not forget that fact. 

' At the command of the President, Congress is about to make a pres- 
ent of several hundred millions to the jealousy and smallness of Eu- 


, | Fopean nations. Senator Lodge tells us that-it is because we are not 


Popular abroad and that we must tax ourselves to please Europe in 
order to gain back our lost popularity.’ We are about to do that but 


paltry bauble of popularity and that while we are giving up every- 
thing and humiliating ourselves as a nation we are not making our- 
any more respected abroad. 

And there is one of the chief difficulties of the Mexican affair. 
If we put down Huetra we shall be accused of land grabbing, and 
if we do not we shall be charged with weakness and pusillamity. 
We shall not please our European critics whatever we do and they 
will do their best to stir up ill feeling against us in South America. 
It is a disagreeable business anyway you look at it, but yet ‘since 
we have gone this far we must stand together and say ‘‘our country, 
right or wrong, still our eountry.’’

We are glad that the shortening of the time between this city 
and Oakland is being considered. The time should be-cut down at 


|| least one-third and it can be easily enough if the proper arrangments 


are made, Quick service is a very important matter in building up 
& community. The longer it takes to get from Richmond to Oakland 
and San Francisco so much the growth of this town is retarded. We 
must have a hetter service in every respect, but shorter times is one 
of thosse reforms that is badly needed. Shorter time and lower fare. 
Do not forget that, directors of the trolley company. The fare is too 
high by thirty-three and a third per cent, and Richmond will econ- 
tinue to agitate to get what-she should have. If she cannot get it 
one way, she can another, 

If the time is to be shortened more cars can be run ,or at least 
more trips made, and therefore the company can make money by 
putting down rates. Wells, Fargo & Co. for a long time has fought 
iower rates. It was run 6n the old Huntington principle of charging 
all the traffic would bear. Then the parcel post was started and it 
was come down or get out of business, and to the astonishment of the 
managers the business of the companies have doubled since they 
came down, and they are able to handle their increased business 
with very few additional clerks, so the profit is greater. 

So it will be with the street car company if it gets wise and comes 
down with its rates. It would not cost any more to run the cars 
crowded than it does to run’them half empty, as they are most of 
the time now. If the fare was ten cents as it should be the ears 
would have twice as many passengers and would get ten dollars for 


|carrying one hundred passengers instead of $7.50 for carrying fifty, 


and the expense would be no greater. Every time rates have been 
reduced the increased business has more than made up for the imag- 
inary loss. The result has been a greater, not a less profit. ‘The 
transportation corporations were a long time finding out, but even 
the Southern Pacific has awakened to the fact now, and is getting 


lower with its rates, and advertising special rates at the slightest | 3 


provocation or excuse. Does it lose money? Look at its reports. 

The fare ought to be ten cents one way or fifteen cents a round 
trip. If it were the company would be making far more money on 
its Richmond system than it is today. Meantime, however, give us 
faster service, that is a reform badly needed and we shall be thank- 


ful for small favors until we can get the bigger ones we are going to 
get eventually.
